It  will  be  noted  that,  despite  the  increase  in  meat  inspection, 
the  amount  of  inspection  of  offices  and  shops  and  food  premises  and 
housing  has  increased.  This  was  due  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Hill 
as  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector.  The.  appointment  is  a joint 
one  with  the  Chard  Borough  Council  on  a fifty/fifty  basis.  Mr.  Hill 
has  proved  to  be  an  excellent  addition  to  the  staff  who  has  fitted  in 
extremely  well  and  is  popular  with  the  public  and  the  Public  Health 
Department.

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SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 


Population 

Two  thousand,  nine  hundred  was  the  mid-year  population  for  1968  as 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  giving  a population  density  of  5*4 
per  acre.  The  rateable  value  increased  to  £110,717  and  the  penny  rate 
to  £430. 

Birth  Rate 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  1968  was  17*3  which  was  above  the 
national  average  of  16. 9 per  thousand  population.  There  was  one  illegitimate 
birth. 

Death  Rate 

The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  13*3>  the  comparable 
national  figure  was  11.9  per  thousand  population.  In  Appendix  A,  Table  3> 

I have  given  a list  of  the  causes  of  death.  There  were  twelve  deaths  due 
to  heart  disease,  five  being  coronary  heart  disoa.se,  and  of  the  ten  deaths 
due  to  cancer  one  was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  in  a male  under  forty-five 
years  of  age. 

Throughout  this  century  there  has  been  a decline  in  the  mortality 
rates  of  all  age  groups.  The  decline  is,  of  course,  less  in  the  older 
age  groups.  A number  of  factors  have  helped:  improved  public  health 
services,  advances  in  medical  diagnosis  and  treatment  and  the  widespread 
use  of  antibiotics  in  recent  years.  Quite  as  important  has  been  the 
great  improvement  in  living  standards.  Poor  housing  and  working  conditions 
and  inadequate  nutrition  predispose  to  and  cause  disease.  The  poverty 
of  many  poople  in  the  past  created  a barrier  to  effective  treatment. 

Although  mortality  rates  for  all  causes  of  death  have  declined  the 
rates  for  certain  diseases  have  increased,  heart  disease  and  cancer  being  the 
most  notable.  Coronary  heart  disease  has  increased  in  all  age  groups  and 
in  middle-aged  men  it  is  by  far  the  largest  single  cause  of  death.  Although 
the  exact  cause  of  the  disease  is  not  known,  certain  factors  appear  to 
increase  the  risk,  these  include  cigarette  smoking,  obesity  and  inactivity. 
Cigarette  smoking  remains  as  popular  as  ever,  obesity  is  widespread  and 
people  who  take  active  exercise  get  fewer  every  year.  Only  half  of  all 
patients  survive  their  first  heart  attack  and  the  majority  who  die  do  so 
within  the  hour. 

The  incidence  of  cancer  of  the  lung  continues  to  rise,  particularly 
in  middle-aged  women.  The  cause  of  cancer  is  not  yet  known  but  the 
association  of  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer  is  well  known.  The 
prognosis  for  persons  with  lung  cancer  is  not  good.  Five  years  is  an 
optimistic  estimate.  It  therefore  would  seen  prudent  to  adopt  a mode  of 
life  which  would  at  least  not  predispose  towards  these  two  killers. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1968. 

Infant  Mortality 

One  infant  died  due  to  a congenital  abnormality  of  the  gut. 

Social  Habits 

The  cost  of  living  continued  to  rise  despite  the  freezing  of  wages 
commenced  in  1966. 

A message  from  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  was  considered 
by  the  Council  at  their  January  monthly  meeting.  The  message  indicated  the 
necessity  to  secure  a substantial  surplus  in  the  country’s  balance  of  payments. 
This  meant  a reduction  in  the  resources  which  would  otherwise  have  been 
available  for  personal  living  standards  and  standards  of  public  service. 

This  set  the  tempo  for  the  whole  of  1963. 
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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

The  Somerset  County  Council,  as  local  health  authority,  continued 
to  provide  and  administer  the  local  health  services  within  the  Urban 
District.  These  services  remained  unchanged.  Clinic  attendances 
were  satisfactory. 

Following  receipt  of  the  Ministry  Circular  concerning  measles 
vaccination,  the  County  Medical  Officer  arranged  to  make  vaccine 
available  to  general  practitioners  for  the  children  at  risk  between 
the  ages  of  A - 7 years.  No  measles  vaccine  was  used  in  the  child 
welfare  clinic. 

Details  of  my  annual  inspection  of  the  schools  are  shown  in 
Appendix  B,  Table  2.  The  County  Council  wore  proceeding  with  the 
re-organisation  of  the  schools  and  as  a preliminary  step  the  boarding 
department  of  both  the  boys’  and  girls’  grammar  schools  were  closed 
and  in  December  Mr.  Graham  retired.  He  had  a long  and  distinguished 
career  as  Headmaster  of  the  Boys  ’ Grammar  School  during  v/hich  time 
the  school  had  an  impressive  record  of  academic  achievement. 


SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other  Diseases 

The  few  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  are  shown  in  Appendix  C, 
Table  1. 

^ie  use  of  the  County  computor  enabled  all  immunological  procedures 
to  become  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  general  practitioners . The 
childrens'  records  are  registered  and  appointments  are  issued  to  appropriate 
children  at  the  correct  time  as  laid  down  by  the  latest  Ministry  schedule. 

I ceased  to  give  booster  doses  at  school  and  all  inmuni sat ions  ceased 
at  the  infant  welfare  clinic.  Experience  elsewhere  in  the  County  has 
shown  that  the  acceptance  rate  once  the  computor  is  in  operation  has 
improved  and  I have  no  doubt  this  will  be  the  case  in  Ilminster.  The 
one  exception  is  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis.  I .do  this  in 
the  senior  schools  in  the  spring  term  each  year.  Children  born  in  1957 
were  those  offered  vaccination.  I vaccinated  45  children  at  the  Secondary 
Modern  school,  16  at  the  Boys’  Grammar  School  and  25  at  the  Girls’ 

Grammar  School. 

The  same  arrangement  for  the  examination  of  cervical  smears, 
initiated  in  196? , continued. 

There  was  no  visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  the  town  during  the 
Hone  Safety  year. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  co-operated  with  the  S.W.  Area 
Committee  of  RoSPA  and  organised  a ’’Return  of  Drugs”  campaign  from  20th 
October  to  2nd  November.  The  public  response  to  this  first  effort 
was  encouraging  and  people  took  unwanted  medicines  to  the  local 
chemists. 
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SECTION  D 


Environmental  Health  Services 

A.  Sanitary  Circumstances 

Climatic  Conditions 

In  1968  the  weather  was  relatively  mild  but  the  summer 
disappointing  with  long  periods  of  dull  overcast  conditions.  In  July, 
particularly,  severe  rain  was  experienced  which  caused  flooding  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  town. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  from  the  Wessex  Water  Board  was  satisfactory 
in  quantity  and  quality.  All  chemical  samples  examined  in  their 
laboratory  were  satisfactory.  Seven  samples  taken  by  our  public 
health  staff  were  also  satisfactory. 


Drainage 


and  Sewaj 


The  sewage  disposal  worked  satisfactorily  except  for  a period  in 
July  after  heavy  rain  which  caused  difficulties  in  the  Winterhay  area. 

The  works  themselves  were  well  maintained  and  the  effluent  regularly 
sampled. 

All  samples  were  examined  in  the  Public  Health  Department  and 
those  taken  in  January,  two  in  May,  July  and  October  gave  good  results. 

Of  the  two  taken  in  November,  one  was  satisfactory  and  the  other  slightly 
alkaline.  This  was  the  only  adverse  comment  received. 


Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Collection 

The  Council  continued  to  collect  refuse  by  direct  labour  weekly. 
The  Chilworthy  tip  continued  in  use  for  disposal. 


Public  Conveniences 

The  public  conveniences  were  well  maintained- by  the  Council  but 
severe  damage  to  the  installations  was  experienced  from  time  to  time. 


Rodent  Control 

The  arrangements  with  Chard  Borough  and  Crowkerne  Urban  District 
Councils  whereby  a rodent  operator  is  shared  by  ourselves  and  those  two 
authorities,  continued  to  work  well  and  no  heavy  infestation  occurred  within 
the  Urban  District  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Bathe 

There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  but  the  two  school  swimming  baths 
were  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  standards  laid  down  by  the  County 
Council  in  their  manual  of  operation. 


Nuisances 

A variety  of  nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
during  the  year  and  dealt  with  promptly.  No  statutory  action  was  necessary. 

B.  Factories  Act 

Details  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
arc  shown  in  Appendix  D,  Table  1. 

C.  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

There  are  fifty-six  premises  registered  under  this  Act  and  routine 
inspection  continued  throughout  the  year.  Informal  notices  were  served 
where  necessary  and  re-inspoction  showed  that  the  work  was  proceeding  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations. 
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D.  Housing 

Details  arc  shown  in  AppGn<3.ix  D,  Table  2 and  give  a complete 
picture  of  the  housing  situation  in  Ilminster. 

During  1968  the  Council  did  not  build  any  houses  and  only  ono  was 
completed  by  private  enterprise.  However,  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
twenty-three  in  the  course  of  erection  and  a further  three  being  built 
privately.  In  addition,  six  discretionary  grants  were  approved. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  re-housing  increased  from  97  to  156, 
the  main  increase  being  for  old  peoples  dwellings  and,  to  meet  this  increase, 
the  Council  plan  to  build  another  twenty  bungalows  before  1972. 

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
Milk  . 

There  are  five  registered  distributors  and  one  registered  dairy 
premises  in  the  town.  Milk  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Health 
Department.  One  complaint  of  glass  found  in  a milk  bottle  was  investigated. 
Undoubtedly  it  got  into  the  bottle  during  washing  or  filling  process  but 
the  fact  that  it  was  not  discovered  until  after  the  bottle  was  opened 
discouraged  the  Council  from  taking  legal  action.  However,  the  attention 
of  the  supplier  was  dra?m  to  the  complaint. 

Ice  Cream 

There  arc  fifteen  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed 
ice  cream.  There  are  no  manufacturers  in  the  town.  Of  the  twenty 
samples  taken  by  the  public  health  inspector  during  the  summer,  seventeen 
were  placed  in  Grade  I,  two  in  Grade  II  and  one  in  Grade  III. 

Meat 

Pull  details  of  the  hundred  per  cent  inspection  carried  out  during  the 
year  are  shown  in  Appendix  D,  Tablo  3»  There  was  a considerable  increase  in 
the  amount  of  meat  inspected  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  amount  of 
neat  condemned  also  increased. 

Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 

Regular  inspection  of  premises  where  food  is  sold  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  persuaded  shop-keepers  to 
achieve  a high  standard  of  hygiene.  Thirty-one  inspections  were  made 
and  twenty-five  preliminary  notices  served.  Re-inspection  showed  that 
the  work  of  improvements  was  proceeding,  in  some  cases  more  rapidly  than 
others.
